THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

HAVING CONSIDERED THE REPORT A/10022 OE THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
AGAINST APARTHEID, 

TAKING NOTE OF THE CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE SEMINAR 
ON SOUTH AFRICA ORGANIZED BY THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE IN PARIS 
FROM 28 APRIL TO 2 MAY 1975, 

RECALLING ITS RESOLUTION ON THE POLICIES OF APARTHEID OE THE 
RACIST REGOME OF SOUTH AFRICA, AS WELL AS THE RELEVANT RESOLUTION OF 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 
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RECALLING ALSO ITS DECISION CONCERNING THE REPRESENTATION OF SOUTH 
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AFRICA IN THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

DEEPLY CONCERNED OVER THE GRAVE SITUATION IN SOUTH AERICA WHICH 
CONSTITUTES AN AFFRONT TO HUMAN DIGNITY AND A THREAT TO INTERNAT- 
IONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, 

REAEFIRMING THAT THE POLICY AND PRACTICE OF APARTHEID CONSTITUTE 
A CRIME AGAINST HUMANITY, 

REAEFIRMING THAT THE CONTINUED COLLABORATION OF SOME STATES AND OF 
ECONOMIC AND OTHER INTERESTS WITH THE RACIST REGIME OF SOUTH AFRICA 
IMPEDES THE EFFORTS FOR THE ERADICATION OF APARTHEID, 

NOTING WITH REGRET THAT THREE PERMANENT MEMBERS OE THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL NAMELY FRANCE, THE UNITED KINGDOM OE GREAT BRITAIN AND 
NORTHERN IRELAND AND THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA - HAVE PREVENTED, 

BY AN ABUSE OF THEIR VETO, A MANDATORY ARMS EMBARGO AGAINST SOUTH 
AFRICA, UNDER CHAPTER VII OF THE CHARTER, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY, BY AN OVERWHELMING MAJORITY OE MEMBER STATES, 

GRAVELY CONCERNED OVER REPORTS CONCERNING COLLABORATION BY STATES 
AND ECONOMIC AND OTHER INTERESTS WITH RACIST REGIME OF SOUTH AFRICA 
IN THE ESTABLISHMENT OF NUCLEAR INSTALLATIONS AND THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF NUCLEAR TECHNONOGY, 

CONVINCED THAT THE UNITED NATIONS MUST DEVOTE INCREASING ATTENT- 
ION AND ALL NECESSARY RESOURCES TO CONCERT INTERNATIONAL EEFORTS IN 
THE INESCAPABLE AND URGENT TASK OF ERADICATING APARTHEID IN SOUTH 
AFRICA AND SECURING THE LIBERATION OE THE SOUTH AFRICAN PEOPLE, 

1. AGAIN CONDEMNS THE RACIST REGIME OE SOUTH AFRICA FOR ITS 
POLICIES AND PRACITICES OF APARTHEID, WHICH ARE A CROME AGAINST 
HUMANITY, FOR ITS PERSISTENT AND FALGRANT VIOLATIONS OF THE PRINCIP- 
LES ENSHRINED IN THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND FOR ITS CON- 
TINUED DEFIANCE OE THE RESOLUTIONS OE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL; 

2. DENOUNCES THE MANOEUVRES OE THE RACIST REGIME OE SOUTH AFRICA, 
WHICH ARE DESIGNED PRIMARILY TO PERPETUATE AND OBTAIN ACQUIENSCENCE 
IN ITS ABHORRENT APARTHEID POLICIES, TO DECEIVE WORLD OPINION, 
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TO COUNTER INTERNATIONAL ISOLATION, TO HINDER ASSISTANCE TO THE 
NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS BY THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
AND TO CONSOLIDATE WHITE MINORITY RULE IN SOUTH AFRICA; 

3. STRONGLY CONDEMNS THE ACTIONS OF THOSE STATES AND FOREIGN 
ECONOMIC AND OTHER INTERESTS WHICH CONTINUE TO COLLABORATE WITH 
THE RACIST REGIME OF SOUTH AFRICA, IN CONTRAVENTION OF THE RESOLU- 
TIONS OE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND THE SECURITY COUNCIL, AND THEREBY 
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ENCOURAGE IT TO PERSIS IN ITS INHUMAN POLICIES, AND BEGIN UNDERLINE 
STRONGLY URGE END UNDERLINE THE MAIN TRADING PARTNERS OE SOUTH AERICA 
- PARTICULARLY THE UNITED KINGDOM OE GREAT BRITAIN AND NORTHERN IRE- 
LAND, THE UNITED STATES OE AMERICA, FRANCE, THE EEDERAL REPUBLIC OE 
GERMANY, JAPAN AND ITALY - TO CEASE COLLABORATION WITH THE RACIST 
REGIME OE SOUTH AFRICA AND TO CO-OPERATE WITH THE UNITED NATIONS 
IN THE EEFORTS TO ERADICATE APARTHEID; 

4. AGAIN CONDEMNS THE STRENGTHENING OF RELATIONS AND COLLABORATION 
BETWEEN THE RACIST REGIME OF SOUTH AFRICA AND ISRAEL IN THE POL- 
ITICAL, MILITARY, ECONOMIC AND OTHER FIELDS; 

T. REAFEIRMS THE LEGITMACY OE THE STRUGGLE OE THE OPPRESSED 
PEOPLE OF SOUTH AFRICA BY ALL MEANS POSSIBLE EOR THE TOTAL ERADI- 
CATION OE APARTHEID AND THE EXERCISE OF THE INALIENABLE RIGHT OE 
SELE-DETERMINATION; 

6. REAEFIRMS THAT THE RACIST REGIME OE SOUTH AFRICA IS ILLEGIT- 
IMATE AND HAS NO RIGHT TO REPRESENT THE PEOPLE OE SOUTH AERICA AND 
THAT THE NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENT ARE THE AUTHENTIC REPRESENTAT- 
IVES OE THE OVERWHELMING MAJORITY OF THE SOUTH AERICAN PEOPLE; 

7. DECLARES THAT THE RACIST REGIME OE SOUTH AFRICAN, BY IT 
RESORT TO BRUTAL REPRESSION AGAINST THE GREAT MAJORITY OE THE 
PEOPLE OF THE COUNTRY AND THEIR NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENT, 

BEARS EULL RESPONSIBILITY EOR PRECIPITATION VIOLENT CONELICT 
WHICH IS BOUND TO OCCUR IE THE SITUATION REMAINS UNCHANGED; 

8. RECOGNIZES THAT THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY MUST TAKE FIRM 
ACTION AGAINST THE RACIST REGIME OE SOUTH AERICA IN ORDER TO AVERT 
ANY SUEFERING IN THE COURSE OE THE STRUGGLE OE THE SOUTH AERICAN 
PEOPLE FOR FREEDOM; 
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9. APPEALS TO ALL STATES AND ORGANIZATIONS TO PROVIDE ALL ASS- 
ISTANCE REQUIRED BY THE OPPRESSED PEOPLE OE SOUTH AERICA AND THEIR 
NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS DURING THEIR LEGITIMATE STRUGGLE, 

IN THE LIGHT OE THE RECOMMENDATIONS OE THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE; 

10. REQUESTS ALL GOVERNMENT TO SIGN AND RATIEY THE INTERNATIONAL 
CONVENTION ON THE SUPPRESSION AND PUNISHMENT OE THE CRIME OE APART- 
HEID; 


1 1 . APPEALS TO ALL STATES CONCERNED TO TAKE THE NECESSARY 
MEASURES TO IMPOSE AN EEEECTIVE EMBARGE ON THE DUPPLY OP PETROLEUM 
PRODUCTS AND STATEGIC RAW MATERIALS TO SOUTH AERICA; 

12. REQUESTS THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID TO HOLD 
CONSULTATIONS WITH GOVERNMENTS AND ORGANIZATIONS, AS NECESSARY, 
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TO PROMOTE THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE MEASURES INDICATED IN PARA- 
GRAPH 1 1 ABOVE; 

13. INVITES ALL GOVERNMENTS, SPECIALIZED AGENCIES OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS AND OTHER ORGANIZATIONS TO CONTINUE TO CO-OPERATE CLOSELY 
WITH THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHIED TOWARD A CONCERTED 
INTERNATIONAL CAMPAIGN AGAINST APARTHEID; 

14. COMMENDS THE ANTI-APARTHEID MOVEMENTS AND OTHER NON-GOVERN- 
MENTAL ORGANIZATIONS WHICH HAVE TAKEN ACTION AGAINST APARTHEID AND 
IN SUPPORT OF THE SOUTH AERICAN NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS; 

15. REQUEST ALL SPECIALIZED AGENCIES OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND 
OTHER INTERNATIONAL INSTITUTIONS, WHICH HAVE NOT YET DONE SO, TO 
INVITE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE SOUTH AFRICAN NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVE- 
MENTS RECOGNIZED BY THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY TO ATTEND 
THEIR CONFERENCES AND SEMINARS, AS WELL AS MEETINGS OF EXECUTIVE 
BODIES, AND MAKE THE NECESSARY FINANCIAL PROVISIONS FOR THEIR 
PARTICIPATION; 

16. AGAIN REQUESTS THE SECURITY COUNCIL TO CONSIDER URGENTLY THE 
SITUATION IN SOUTH AFRICA AND THE AGGRESSIVE ACTIONS OF THE RACIST 
REGIME OF SOUTH AFRICA WITH A VIEW OF ADOPTING EFFECTIVE MEASURES, 
UNDER CHAPTER VII OF THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS, TO RESOLVE 
THE GRAVE SITUATION IN THE AREA AND, IN PARTICULAR; 
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(A) TO ENSURE THAT ALL GOVERNMENTS IMPLEMENT EULLY THE ARMS 
EMBARGO AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA, WITHOUT ANY EXCEPTIONS AS 
TO THE TYPE OF WEAPONS, AND PROHITBIT ANY VIOLATIONS OP THE 
ARMS EMBARGO BY COMPANIES AND INDIVIDUALS WITHIN THEIR lUR- 

ISDICTION; 

(B) TO CALL UPON THE GOVERNMENT CONCERNED TO REFRAIN FROM 
IMPORTANTING ANY MILITARY SUPPLIES MANUPACTURED BY, OR IN 
COLLABORATION WITH, SOUTH AFRICA; 

(C) TO CALL UPON THE GOVERNMNENTS CONCERNED TO TERMINATE ANY 
EXISTING MILITARY ARRANGEMENTS WITH THE RACIST REGIME OF 
SOUTH AFRICA AND TO REFRAIN FROM ENTERING INTO ANY SUCH 
ARRANGEMENTS; 

(D) TO CALL UPON GOVERNMENTS CONCERNED TO PROHIBIT ANY OF 
THEIR INSTITUTIONS, AGENCIES OR COMPANIES, WITHIN THEIR 
NATIONAL JURISDICTION, FROM DELIVERING TO SOUTH AFRICA 
OR PLACING AT ITS DISPOSAL ANY EQUIPMENT OR FISSIONALBE 
MATERIAL OR TECHNOLOGY THAT WILL ENABLE THE RACIST REGIME 
OF SOUTH AFRICA TO ACQUIRE NUCLEAR CAPABLILITY.
